Tuesday morning, and killed him. 


The negro was strung by one foot 


to a telegraph pole 
at Honeapath. 


and 400 shots were fired into 
Ms 


body. 
It is declared that Jackson, at a 


rope's end, was dragged for 
miles 


before Honeapath was reached. 


"A race war is said to be imminent 


and grave apprehension is felt. 


The mob was led by a member of 


the staite legislature, it is said. 


The girl was attacked by a negro 


while taking a cow to pasture. She 
was dragged into a woods. 
She la- 


ter identified Jackson as her 
as^ 


sailant. 
The prisoner was hurried to 
the 


Anderson 
jail, 
15 miles 
distant. 


Nearly a score of automobiles were 
commandeered and a mob proceed- 
ed to Anderson. 
While deputy sheriffs held 
the 


mob at bay with rifles, Jackson was 
spirited out of the jail, placed in an 
automobile and started toward Spar- 
tanburg, 
. 
The mob soon learned of the tnclc 


and gave chase. Jackson was placed' 
in the custody of Greenville county 
officials at Greenville. 


The delay was fatal. 
The 
officers 
were pressed 
so 


closely after leaving Greenville that 
they abandoned their car and 
to<sJc 


to the woods. 
Five minutes later the vanguard 


of the pursuers arrived. Finding the 
abandoned automobile they searched 
the woods and captured Jackson af-

LAMPS TD BURN 
ON COURT HOUSE 


The "bubble" drinking 
fountains 


are now being installed on the west 
side ot the court house park. New 
cement walks will be laid Irom the 
curb and from the walks around the 
court house to these fountains. The 
fountains were 
purchased by 
the. 


Board of Trade and are being set by 
Diiector of Service Christian. 


The Board of Trade has just en- 


tered into a contract with the New- 
ark Electrical Company for the in- 
stallation ot 510 incandescent lamps 
on the dome of the court house. The 
installation is to consist of vertical 
and horizontal outlines, the wires be- 
ing carried in steel conduits with fit- 
tings for lamps, and made water tight 
for piotection against the -weather. 
The work is to be installed accord- 
ing to the rules 
of the 
National 


Boaid ot Underwriters, and switches 
tor controlling tne lights will 
be 


placed at a convenient 
point 
for 


operation. 


These lights are to burn from dusk 


until midnight every night. 
A num- 


ber of men and firms solicited 
by 


the Board of Trade have agreed to 
pay for the lighting for a period of 
at least one year. The lighted dome 
will be seen from 
trains 
passing 


through the city and may be seen 
many miles from town. 


The installation of the lighting is 


to be paid for out of the court house 
park improvement fund. 
This fund 


is not quite large enough to cover 
the cost of the work in progress and 
there is the work of improving walks, 
trees, etc. yet tc be done.
